Past Year Eventful 


Billy Fry's 11th Birthday Especially Happy Occasion

TIPTON — Billy Fry, the boy whose 
unsuccessful search for a kidney donor 
drew public attention and resulted in 
several fund-raising activities in central 
Missouri, recently celebrated his 11th 
birthday. 
May 16 was a happy occasion for Billy’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence Fry. and 
his brother and sister, Steven, 14, and 
Linda, 16. They were grateful because 
many times during the past year they had 


waited outside surgery rooms not knowing 
what Billy’s future would be. 
The F'ry boy was born with a kidney 
defect and when he was 14 months old he 
underwent surgery at the University of 
Missouri Medical Center. The surgery 
resulted in the removal of one kidnev. 


Since then, he underwent surgery on 
several other occasions and finally, last 
year, his remaining kidney was removed 


The boy has relied on the use of a kidney 
machine ever since. 
The 
uncertainty and 
the 
mounting 


medical expenses have all been one long 
nightmare for the Fry family 
In an interview with The Democrat- 
Capital last week the boy’s parents 
expressed 
their 
appreciation 
for 
the 
generosity and sympathy shown to them. 
"1 wish I could personally thank each and 
every person.” the boy’s father said. 
The William Fry Medical 
Expense 
Account at the Sedalia Bank and Trust Co 
exceeds $17,660, according to Mrs Toni 
Siegel, 1803 West Fourth, who has been co­ 
ordinating the fund drive in Sedalia. She 
said that approximately $3,000 of this 


amount has been used to pay bills at a 
Kansas City hospital where Billy used to be 
taken to be placed on a kidney machine 
Since May 10 Billy has been using a 
kidney machine in his home It was bought 
with funds from the Tipton March of 
Dimes and the Fry Kidney account in 
Tipton’s Bank of Commerce, which has 
received about $8,000 in donations 
Fry pointed out that members of his 
family have come to realize how helpful 
people can be when misfortune strikes 
“ One thing, you never know how many 
friends and good people there are in this 


world until something like this comes to 
you, ” he said 
Billy's experiences have helped the 
family see things that went unnoticed 
before. Fry said “ It just changes your life 
You notice more sick people Many of 
us take life too much for granted No 
matter in what bad situation you’re m you 
.see someone worse off than you are. ” he 
said 
Fry also praised the dwtors, nurses and 
others who helped Billy while he was in 
hospitals in Missouri, Illinois and Colorado 
Asked what he wanted to do when he 


grew up. the 11-year-old boy replied. “I 
want to be a doctor .. 
to help other 
people ” He said he decided this "when the 
doctor in Columbia (Dr Ted Groschong) 
told me he’d like for me to be a doctor.” 
Billy’s father said he wants to give him 
all the help he can to realize this ambition. 
Billy’s father, who had to be away from 
work for several months in order to be with 
the boy, returned to work at Fischer 
Manufacturing Company Monday. 
"Man I tell you, there are so many good 
people in this world Otherwise we’d have 
been out of luck.” Fry concluded 
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Capital Improvements Bill 
Is Passed By State Senate

The 
Missouri Senate passed today a capital 
improvements bill carrying money for only 
one new building. The rest of the $12.2 
million would go for essential repairs and 
replacements. 
The vote sending it to the House was 31- 
1. 
Sen. Richard M. Webster, R-Carthage, 
was successful in getting the Senate to 
approve $160,000 for a new highway de­ 
partment building at Joplin to replace a 
buildir^ destroyed in a recent tornado. 
The Senate Appropriations Committee 
had allowed only $60,000 but Webster said 
the district highway engineer told him at 
least $160,000 would be necessary. 
Other attempts to increase items in the 
bill were beaten down by one-sided votes 
as the Senate went along with the 
committee 
headed 
by 
Sen. 
Donald 
Manford D-Kansas City. 
Altogether the bill carries about $8.4 


million less than the House approved and 
about $5.7 million less than Gov. Warren E. 
Hearnes recommended. 
Manford said the committee turned 
down new building requests because of the 
state’s precarious financial situation. 
Sen. A Clifford Jones. R-Brentwood, 
predicted that even if major money bills 
are compromised at halfway between 
House and Senate figures, the 1972 
legislature will have to consider additional 
tax increases. 
Rejected was an effort to add $3,306,100 
for a new maximum security facility to 
handle 80 to 100 incorrigible inmates of the

Training 
School 
for 
Boys 
at 
Boonville. 
Sen. Ike Skelton, D-Lexington, said a 
recent Supreme Court decision ruled such 
hard core troublemakers could not be 
transferred 
to 
adult 
correctional 
institutions, and that has caused a serious 
problem at Boonville. 


Opponents of his proposal noted that a 
new vocational training center for boys 
from Boonville is being established at 
Poplar Bluff and that is expected to 
relieve some of the pressure at the Boi)n- 
ville school.

The 
Missouri House today defeated a plan to 
give the majority party greater control of 
any 
future 
legislative 
redistricting 
procedures. The vote was 8(1-68, giving 
the proposed constitutional change just 
two less than the required number of af­ 
firmative votes and indicating Democratic 
leaders will try to reconsider it later when 
there are more members present. 
Under the plan the majority party would 
be assured of the chairmanship of the 
House and Senate redistricting commis­ 


sions. And, in case either commission 
failed to finish its job within the required 
six months, the job would revert to the leg­ 
islature instead of to the Supreme Court 
commissioners. 
Opponents said such a procedure would 
mean that the majority party would make 
sure the commission didn’t finish the job so 
the legislature would have to and the 
majority then would have a favored 
position. 
Besides, they said, no change in the 
procedure is needed now Under normal 
conditions redistricting will not be needed 
again until 1981 when the next federal 
census is available. 
Both House and Senate redistricting 
commissions are working now to make the 
districts conform to the population shifts 
shown by the 1970 census 
Opponents said it would be unwise to 
make changes while the commissions are 
working.

HEW Grant 


Announced 


Sedalia School District 2(K) is scheduled 
to receive a grant totaling $11,386 from the 
U.S. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, it was announced Monday by 
Sens. Stuart Symington and Thomas F 
Eagleton 
Dr. T. J. Norris, superintendent of 
schools, said the grant was part of a federal 
package designed to off-set the impact to 
school systems resulting from the influx of 
personnel attached to federal installations. 
One such installation would b<* the 
Minuteman missile complex in this area 
Once Safeguard anti-ballistic missile crews 
arrive, the impacted aid figure will 
probably be adjusted, Norris .said 
Last year the Sedalia schcxd system 
received a total of about $36,(XK) in 
impacted aid funds, Norris reported The 
payment announced Monday will probably 
be supplemented later this year, it was 
reported. 
HEW filed segregation charges against 
the school system earlier this year and 
indicated it would recommend a freeze on 
all future federal funds for the Sedalia 
school system. 
The money mentioned by HEW Monday, 
however, is designated to meet existing 
needs, not future ones, it was reported 
Dr. Norris also said that Thursday’s 
administrative hearing on the .segregation 
case had been switched from the new 
federal building in Kansas City to the old 
federal offices at 911 Walnuß The meeting 
begins at 10 a m in room .‘102, he .said 


Renew SFCC Land Option 


Renewal of an option on 113.87 acres of 
land for future expansion was one of 
several topics which occupied the State 
Fair Community College Board of Trustees 
at its meeting Monday night 
The board approved a fourth payment of 
$2,277.40 to Henry Lamm, Route 3, owner 
of the property. The money is applied 
toward the eventual purchase price of the 
land. 


The board also approved the purchase of 
equipment costing almost $20,000 for the 
proposed 
automotive 
Vocational 
instruction building at SFCC. The project is 
financed through state and federal funds, it 
was reported. 
It was announced that Dr. Stephen 
Poort, dean of academic affairs, had 
received a $1,000 Kellogg Foundation grant 
and will soon travel to Florida State 
University at Tallahassee. The purpose of 


the one-month trip is to research and 
develop 
a 
workshop 
format 
for 
recTuitment, selection and retention of 
qualified community college personnel. 
The research project will be designed to 
implement 
hiring 
procedures 
by 
community 
college 
administrators 
throughout Missouri. 
The results of two surveys were released 
by the board. The first study, made last 
September, reveals that 51.6 per cent of 
SFCC’s students come from families 
earning less than $7,5(X) annually. 
The second survey, conducted recently, 
was a broad analysis of the reasons 
students 
choose 
SF’CC 
over 
other 
institutions. The most prominent factor 
listed was low cost, with the school's 
location running a close second. The 
location motive included such reasons as 
nearness to home and employment, and 
the option to live at home and commute 


Other frequently-given reasons included 
the size of the school and the general 
atmosphere toward .students 
Individual 
comments ranged all the way from ‘1 love 
it” to "1 didn’t want to take HOT(’, ” but 
almost all students were complimentary 
toward the college’s administration and 
faculty 
The students also revealed that .36 7 
per cent of them would not have attended 
college had it not been for the avail­ 
ability of SFCC 
Concerning the automotive building. Dr

that specifications are expei’ted back by 
Thursday.

The 1971 edition of the Missouri State 
Fair once again faces the dismal prospect 
of receiving inadequate state funds for 
capital improvements 
According to State Fair Secretary W C. 
Askew,

Riding 
heavy-duty bulldozers, U.S Army F]ngi- 
neers have levelled nearly 10,000 acres 
since April 1 to deprive the enemy of 
hideouts and storage depots. The American 
cavalry squadron and South Vietnamese 


militiamen are providing security, and 
military sources say 171 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong have been killed. At least 11 
Americans have died and more than 100 
have been wounded.

In their second communique 
since the kidnaping Sunday, the 
Revolutionary 
Army 
of 
the 
People, or ERP, took issue with 
a statement by Sylvester’s wife 
that “ he has no enemies." 
“ It is the people who have 
enemies,” said 
the commu­ 
nique Monday night. “Their 
enemies are the exploiters, the 
large North American com­ 
panies and the military dicta­ 
torship who sink our country in 
misery, injustice and oppres­ 
sion, and Mr. Sylvester is one 
of 
those 
enemies 
of 
the 
people.” 
There was no other informa­ 
tion or ransom demand accom- 
p a n y i n g the communique. 
There were unconfirmed re­ 
ports that Swift had agreed to 
meet any ransom demand ERP 
might make. 
Sylvester, 58, managing di­ 
rector of the Swift meat pack­ 
ing plant here and the honorary 
British Consul, was abducted 
outside his home by three gun­ 
men of the Trotskyite Commu­ 
nist group. The E R P ’s first 
communique, left in a down­ 
town bar Sunday, made no ran­ 
som demand but said Sylvester 
was being turned over to the 
“ people’s justice.” 
A woman identifying herself 
as an ERP member telephoned 
Sylvester’s wife Monday and 
told her he was in good health. 
She refused to answer Mrs. Syl­ 
vester’s questions 
and 
then 
hung up. 
Some 3,500 police, including a 
special 
antiguerrilla 
detach­ 
ment from Buenos Aires, con­ 
tinued the hunt for Sylvester 
and his kidnapers. About 50 
persons were rounded up for 
questioning, but no one was 
charged.

from Lebanon early Tuesday,

At the other end of Israel, in 
the Gaza Strip, two Israeli sol­ 
diers were wounded when Pa­ 
lestinian terrorists threw a gre­ 
nade at a patrol, and another 
Israeli soldier and two Arab ci­ 
vilians were wounded by other 
grenades. 
Premier Golda Meir arrived 
in Helsinki to address the 12th 
postwar conference of the So­ 
cialist 
International. 
Inter­ 
viewed en route to Copenhagen, 
she called on Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat to use his 
newly strengthened position to 
lead Egypt into real peace ne­ 
gotiations with Israel. 
Mrs. Meir said Sadat had 
“showed a lot of courage and a 
lot of ability” in defeating his 
political foes, and she hoped for 
a new attitude in Cairo “if Sa­ 
dat remains in charge.” 
Soviet President Nikolai Pod- 
gorny was due in Cairo today 
to assess the situation in the 
wake of Sadat’s purge, the 
chief victims of which were 
some of the Kremlin’s most de­ 
voted supporters in the Egyp­ 
tian regime. 


Cairo’s 
semiofficial 
news­ 
paper A1 Ahram once more as­ 
sured the Soviet Union of Eg­ 
ypt’s continued solidarity with 
it, but the front-page editorial 
pointedly rejected any foreign 
interference in domestic af­ 
fairs. “Only imperialism moves 
with the logic of interfering in 
the internal affairs of sovereign 
states to safeguard its inter­ 
ests,” it said. 


President Sadat continued his 
go v e r nm e nt 
shakeup, dis­ 
missing two more governors 
and impounding ail assets of 
the Arab Socialist Union pend­ 
ing investigations of alleged ir­ 
regularities. The union, Egypt’s 
only legal political organiza­ 
tion, was dominated by suppor­ 
ters of Vice President Ali Sa- 
bry, Moscow’s staunchest ally 
in Cairo and the chief target of 
Sadat’s purge.

And peo ple 
who want to ado pt white infants o ften must 
wait a minimum o f a y ear and a half. 
Mn. Grace Sisto , Bergen Co unty (N.J .) 
district superv iso r o f the Children’s Aid and 
Ado ptio n Serv ice, say s there has beer 
a tremendo us dro p in the number o f all 
children av ailable fo r ado ptio n. 
Mae Neely o f the New Yo rk Ado p­ 
tio n 
Serv ice 
said, 
“ Statistically 
o ur 
numbers hav en’t go ne do wn. They hav e been 
steady fo r the last three y ears. But that may 
actually mean a dro p. In prev io us y ears there 
wo uld hav e been an increase.’’ 
Still, she believ es it will take so me time fo r 
the effect o f abo rtio n o r birth co ntro l to be 
o bv io us. 
“ Ev en planned parentho o d educatio n in 
the middle-inco me gro up will take a lo ng 
time to sho w a difference.’’ 
But in Lo s Angeles, acco rding to Walter A. 
Heath, directo r o f the Department o f 
Ado ptio ns, in the y ear 19 68-69 fo r the first 
time the number o f children placed fo r 
ado ptio n fell nearly fo ur per cent. 
New J ersey ’s Mrs. Sisto , ho wev er, believ es 
that the number o f hard-to -place children 
no w being ado pted co mpensates fo r the 
decreasing number o f av ailable white babies. 
“ Many kids who desperately need ho mes 
hav e languished in fo ster ho mes because 
ado ptiv e parents are thinking o f ado pting 
ex tensio ns o f themselv es,’’ she no ted.

children o f Ar.ierican fathers and Ko rean o r 
Vietnamese mo thers. 
But all agencies hav e children with 
“ special needs’’ waiting to be wanted. They 
are y o ungsters who hav e been left so lo ng in 
fo ster ho mes that they are to o o ld to appeal 
to mo st po tential parents, the racially mix ed 
children who are just no w bo o ming 
“ acceptable,’’ the children with mental and 
phy sical pro blems. 
Yet things are lo o king brighter fo r so me o f 
them. In 19 68-19 69 these children co mprised 
38.8 per cent o f the placements in Lo s 
Angeles Co unty . And ado pting “ special 
needs’’ children is beco ming a natio nal 
trend. 
There’s heartache inv o lv ed in ado pting a 
handicapped child, but o ne middle-aged 
co uple fro m Ho usto n who se o wn children 
were gro wn, tell o f the happiness they hav e 
ex perienced since they ado pted 8-y ear-o ld 
To mmy , who was bo rn blind and had liv ed 
with fo ster parents mo st o f hL y o ung life. 
“ It’s so rewarding to guide him, wo rk with 
him and see ho w much he can acco mplish,’’ 
his ado ptiv e mo ther said. “ I feel I am 
acco mplishing things, to o . I hav e learned 
Braille so I can help him with scho o l wo rk. 
We hav e fenced in the y ard so he can ride his 
bicy cle.’’ 
The Oriental and Amer-Asian children are 
also being selected fo r ado ptio n by co uples 
who wo uld nev er hav e giv en a tho ught to the 
idea a few y ears ago . 
Ado ptio n is a serio us thing to co ntemplate. 
It inv o lv es prd!>lems fo r the parents and 
so metimes fo r the child, to o . 
Ado ptiv e parents wo rry abo ut when and if 
they sho uld tell their child abo ut the 
ado ptio n. One little 5-y ear-o ld bo y to o k that 
pro blem right o ut o f his mo ther’s hands. 
He had a fav o rite amo ng his stuffed animal 
co llectio n — a bear he to o k to bed ev ery 
night. One night he said, “ Mo m, I think I’ll 
take the elephant to bed to night instead o f 
my bear.’’ 
Surprised, his mo ther asked, “ Do n’t y o u 
want the bear, to o ?’’ 
“ No t to night,’’ he answered. "The bear 
wo n’t mind. I to ld him 1 was go ing to ado pt 
the elephant. So he is as much mine as the 
bear.’’ 
His mo ther pro mptly to o k adv antage o f 
the situatio n. She sat o n the bed and to ld her 
so n ho w glad she was he felt that way 
because he, to o , was ado pted. There were no 
traumas, no tears, just natural acceptance 
and lo v e.

Th e Boston Globe’s New Hampsh ire poll 
of 
1,000 
Democratic 
v oters, 
sh owing 
Mu skie beating McGov ern 76 to 13, beating 
Ted Kennedy 64 to 29 , and winning easily 
in a field of eigh t—with 46 per cent to 
Kennedy ’s 20, Hu mph rey ’s 14, McGov ern’s 
six . Bay h and Jackson registered two per 
cent, Hu gh es ju st one. 


Th e field poll in California wh ich sh ows 
Mu skie beating Nix on, 45 to 44, Kennedy 
ov er Nix on 46 to 43, Hu mph rey losing to 
Nix on 45 to 41, and—significantly —th e 
oth ers not measu red. Last Nov ember, a 
similar sampling h ad Nix on defeating all 
th ree of th e listed Democrats. 


Th e failu re of McGov ern, Bay h or 
Hu gh es to dent Mu skie in a h eralded fou r- 
candidate “confrontation” 
May 
15 in 
Milwau kee. Mu skie’s talk in th e key 
primary state of Wisconsin was no th riller, 
bu t h e scored on a bu nt wh ile th e oth ers 
were grou nding ou t. 


Th e Gallu p Poll, first in two month s, 
sh owed McGov ern nationally at fiv e per 
cent (wh ere h e was in March ), Jackson at 
two, Bay h and Hu gh es one. 


Th ey h av e little reason to take comfort 
from th e fact th at th is poll sh owed 
Kennedy mov ing past Mu skie, with 29 per 
cent 
to 
th e 
Main 
senator’s 21 
and 
Hu mph rey ’s 
18 . 
If th e also-rans are 
potentially h ot properties, th ey sh ou ld be 
gaining as Mu skie falters—temporarily or 
oth erwise. Kennedy is bad news for th em. 
(As th ey go, th is Gallu p sample was 
small—only 550 Democrats were ch ecked.) 


Th e May 15-16 scoresh eet ako h elps pu t 
some oth er recent ev idence in better 
perspectiv e. 


On April 25, th e Minnesota poll sh owed 
Mu skie walloping Nix on 52 to 36 per cent, 
h om e-stater 
Hu mph rey 
taking 
th e 
President 50 to 39 , bu t neigh bor McGov ern 
of Sou th Dakota losing to Nix on 43 to 38 . 
Bay h 
and 
Hu gh es, 
again, 
were 
not 
measu red. 


Abou t a week later, a canv ass of 
Democratic district leaders in New York 
Cou nty (Manh attan alone) sh owed 14 for 
Mu skie, nine for former U.S. Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark, sev en for Hu gh es 
of Iowa. 


Th e Hu gh es figu re is not bad, bu t th e 
dreamy romance of some district ch iefs 
with th e noth ing candidacy of Clark is 
dev astating stu ff for McGov ern and Bay h . 
Note, too, th e absence of Hu mph rey and 
Kennedy from th e top dogs in th e New 
York list. 


A New York City Democrat recently 
polled a dinner-table clu ster of Democrats 
with Colu mbia Law Sch ool backgrou nds. 
Th ey went 18 to 0 for Mu skie ov er Nix on, 
bu t if Kennedy were th e nominee, fou r said 
th ey ’d v ote for Nix on and two said th ey 
wou ldn’t v ote at all. Hu mph rey wou ld get 
th em, 14 to 0, bu t with fou r abstainers. 


No poll was inv olv ed wh en Mu skie met 
not long ago with u pstate New York 
Democratic leaders, bu t th e word is h e 
wowed th em. 


So' in late May , 
19 71, th e sou nd 
conclu sion h as to be th at th e “wide open” 
appearance of th e Democratic race is 
deceptiv e. Th e long roster of candidate 
names is real enou gh , bu t most of th ese 
fellows h old less tu rf th an one of th ose 
postage-stamp Japanese tru ck gardens. 


A cou ple of more weekends like May 15- 
16, and th e also-rans may h av e to mov e into 
tree-h ou ses.

Ted Williams, once a .400 hit­ 
ter for the Boston Red Sox , is 
now a .500 manager against 
them. 
Williams’ Washington Sena­ 
tors, 
cellar-dwellers 
in 
the 
American League East, turned 
on the front-running Red Sox 8 - 
6 Monday night, snapping an 
eight-game losing streak. 
The v ictory was the 20th in 40 
games for the one-time Boston 
hero as a manager against the 
Red Sox and sliced their lead to 
2V^ games ov er idle Baltimore. 
The only other major league 
action saw San Diego kay o Bob 
Gibson in the fourth inning and 
rout St. Louis 12-3, Philadelphia 
edged Cincinnati 2-1 and At­ 
lanta whip Montreal 9 -4. 
The Senators rolled—if that’s 
the word—into Boston hav ing 


lost 18 of their prev ious 21 
games and hav ing scored one 
lone run while dropping a four- 
game weekend series in Det­ 
roit. 


That changed quickly . With 
Frank Howard belting a two- 
run homer, his first in Boston 
since 19 69 , the Senators jumped 
on Bill Lee for fiv e runs in the 
first inning. If y ou think it was 
all smooth sailing thereafter, 
y ou don’t know the Washington 
Senators. 


The Red Sox clipped Casey 
Cox for a run in their half of 
the first and shelled him in the 
third with Carl Yastrzemski 
hitting a two-run homer and 
Billy Conigliaro a three-run job.

C a n o n e r o ll R ates as N e w S u p e r H orse

It is something less than a 
shame that South America had 
to come up with a super horse 
in a y ear when United States 
breeders sent to the races a 
bunch of questionable 3-y ear- 
olds. 


No longer can the Venezue­ 
lans, who in 1969 paid $1,200 at 
Keeneland, Ky ., hide the fact 
that in Cañonero II they hav e 
the biggest bargain in American 
thoroughbred history . 


If owners Pedro Baptista and 
Ekigar Caibett, his son-in-law, 
cared to form a sy ndicate larg­ 
er than the family group now 
owning the unfashionably bred 
son of Pretendre—Dix ieland II 
they could sell about $4 million 
in shares. 
There 
were 
all 
kinds 
of 
knocks against Cañonero II and 


the methods used by his trainer, 
Juan Arias, prior to the Kentuc­ 
ky Derby and prior to the 
Preakness. But the handsome 
bay colt who was bred by Ed­ 
ward B. Benjamin in Paris, Ky ., 
in two weeks prov ed one of the 
most v ersatile colts ev er to put 
his fetlocks around the first 
two-thirds of the Triple Crown. 


Cañonero II won the Derby by 
looping his field after being 
pinched back at the break in an 
unruly field of 20, and then 
showed his big heart with early 
speed and great stay ing powers 
in the Preakness. 


In the latter race at Baltimore 
he caught Eastern Fleet at his 
best. Elastern Fleet, Calumet’s 
star who set a sev en furlong 
record at Gulfstream Park in 
Florida on March 19 , went six 
furlongs in the Preakness in a 
dazzling 1:10 2-5. At that point 


Eastern Fleet had his head in 
front on the inside of Cañonero 
II, but it was ev ident on the 
telecast seen by millions in the 
United States and Venezuela, 
that jockey Gus Av ila on the 
horse from Las Rinconada in 
Caracas could hav e taken the 
lead before the pair ev er left the 
backstretch. Av ila was standing 
up in the irons with a firm hold 
on the reins. It must also be re­ 
membered that Ellastern Fleet 
was at his best in losing by less 
than two lengths. He, too, broke 
the track record. 


The success of Cañonero II 
(Cañonero, the first, ran in 
Mex ico) has captured the fancy 
of millions. This handsome look­ 
ing colt and his backers hav e 
prov ed conclusiv ely that y ou 
don’t hav e to work a thorough­ 


bred to death to get him ready 
for the classics and that y ou 
don’t hav e to get in a million 
dollar breeding sy ndicate to 
produce a champion. 


His Derby success was called 
a fluke because of the slow time 
for the one mile and a quarter. 
But at the Preakness his 1 ;54 
for the mile and 3-16ths beat by 
three-fifths of a second (equiv a­ 
lent to three lengths) the record 
set by the great Nashua in 1955 


The Preakness win all but 
scared off competition for the 
June 5 one mile and a half Bel­ 
mont Stakes and now Cañonero 
II looks like a mortal cinch to 
become 
racing’s 
first 
triple 
crown winner in 23 y ears, or 
since 19 48 when Citation, at 
odds of 20 cents to the $1, won 
the Belmont breezing by eight 


lengths under the equally fa­ 
mous Ekldie Arcaro. 
('anonero II also has the bene­ 
fit of jockey Av ila who has rid­ 
den the new super horse fiv e 
times and won with him four 
times. 
The colt 
has earned 
$315,08 9 for his 14 races, eight of 
them wins. Pretty good for a 
$1,200 purchase that a handicap- 
per rated at 300 to 1 three day s 
before the Derby .
